The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Claim 1 includes the limitation for forming a semiconductor structure where a first hard 
mask is used to form rows and columns of trenches in a semiconductor substrate, the 
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hard mask is receded (etched back), isolation trenches are formed in the substrate 
using a second hard mask, where the isolation trenches divide the first hard mask into 
strip sections. This limitation, in combination with the other limitations of claim 1 is not 
taught or suggested by the prior art of record. Pohl (US 20030045051 A1 ) and Goldbach 
(US006873000B2) form structures similar to that of the instant application, but do not 
teach or suggest using a second mask to form isolation trenches through a first mask in 
a substrate containing trenches to form strip sections. 

Claims 2-7 are allowed as being properly dependent upon allowed claim 1 .
